_ - MYADH, Dec. 5 — Saudi Arabia wifl 
attend the 59th meeting of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries in Bali. 
Indonesia, next week, according to Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Y amani, minister of petroleum 
and mineral resources. Sheikh Yamanimade 
die remarks in interview with Saudi Business 
magazin e, which appears Saturday. 

Because of die con tinuing war betwen Iraq 
and Iran, two of OPEC’s larger producers, 
there had been some question whether the 
scheduled meeting would place. 

Last week Mane Said Oteiba, Petroleum 
minister of theUnited Arab Emirates, called 
for the Bali meeting’ s postponement until die 
righting stops between Iraq and Iran. 
Yamani, however, said that “we must insis t 
on the meeting .” 

The Bafi conference is due to be the first 
meeting of OPEC since its tumultuous mid- 
September gathering in Vienna, just prior to 
the outbreak erf war in die Gulf. Since then, 
four meetings of OPEC have been canceled 
or delayed indefinitriy, including a much-~ 
heralded summit of heads of state of OPEC

Naif reaffirms support

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SDF lends SR 12 billion 


RIYADH, Dec. 5 (SPA) — The Saudi 
Development Fund financed 152 various 
development projects in 51 different coun- 
tries, and total commitments amounted to 
SRI 2.3 billion between 1975 and 1979, th$ 
fund’s annual report showed. 

This averages about SR76-80 million per 
project or SR71-240 million per state. 
According to the SDFs fifth annual report 
for fiscal year 1978-79. these commitments 
were made in additional to 1 1 grants and loan 
agreements totalling about SR2.5 billion and 
managed on behalf of the Ministry of 
Finance and National Economy. 

The fund’s commitments to various pro- 
jects of the economic and social development 
sectors were allocated according to the needs 

Israel confirms 
expulsion order 
of two mayors 

TEL AVIV, Dec. 5 (R) — The Israeli gov- 
ernment Friday confirmed the expulsion 
order against two popular Palestinian mayors 
■ aqd refused to let them return to their homes 
on the occupied West Bank. The decision was 
announced by Justice Minister Mosbe Nissim 
after a special minis terial meeting headed by 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin. 

- Nissim said the ministers weighed all the 
security factors and decided they bad no 
choice but keep out Fabd Kawasme pf Heb- 
ron Mayor M uhamma d Milhem of 
Halhoul. The two mayors were expelled last 
May. Last month they were allowed back to 
plead their case before the Israeli courts. The 
supreme court upheld the expulsion order 
but recommended that it should be reviewed 

by 'Begin.

The leading sectors were railroads 
and electric power. Railroad projects 
received aid totaling SR2.9 billion for 24 
^projects, and electric power projects received 
approximately SR2.8 hfllion for 25 projects. 
The agricultural sector followed with SR2.2 
being earmarked for 39 projects. 

. - - Abo taken into consideration while derid- 
ing on allocations was the size of the borrow- 
ing country and its capacity to assimilate new 
projects. The fund earmarked SR6 3 billion 
for 63 projects in Asian coon tries; and SR5.6 
billion for 87 projects in African countries 
and two projects in Latin America and Malta. 

By the end of financial year 1978/79. loan 
agreements signed between the fund and 
developing countries totalled 83 with an 
overall value of about SR7.4 billion com- 
pared with 64 agreements totalling SR6 bil- 
lion in the previous year 1977/78. 

The SDF also signed loan agreements for 
18 projects in 1978/79 totalling SR2 3 billion 
including ten projects totalling SR8.9 billion 
in the eight African countries of Tunisia, the 
Comoros, Senegal, Sudan, Guinea Bissau, 
Kenya, Liberia and Madagascar; and eight 
projects totalling SR4.9 billion in the Asian 
countries of Jordan, Syria and North Yemen. 

The report also reviewed African projects 
signed during the last financial year. These 
were the Sidi Saudi Dam project in Ihnisia 
(SR690 million, of which the SFD contri- 
buted SR243 million); road projects to link 
the Big Comoro and Mohili islands, which are 
part of the Comoro archipelago (SR48 mil- 
lion, of which the SFD contributed SD 1 3 mil- 
lion); the Anambi Basin project in Senegal 
(SR27.5 million, of which the SFD contri- 
buted SRI 3. 2 mfllion);' Niala/Cas/Zalenji 
and Sukkar Kinana road projects in Sudan

1981 could be readied in Bali. “Given the 
present situation,” he said. “The chances of 
reaching a unified pricing system are rather 

slim- 

The minister also intimated that the discus- 
sions in the Bali meeting win center an pro- 
cedural matters, rather.than on politics and 
prices, saying that he doesn’t “expect to stay 
(in Bali) longer than a day or two because we 
don’t have much on die agenda ... I don't 
expect an agreement on prices and therefore, 
we might disappear from Bafi earlier than 
usual.” 

Despite Yamani’ s pessimism over the 
chances for a pricing agreement, he had a 
decidedly optimistic outlook for the oil mar- 
ket in 1981. Yamani said that given the fact, 
that Iran and Iraq have resumed production, 
as well as . Saudi Arabia’s high production 
level “prices won’t go up. There might be 
small increase, but not what we were afraid 
of.” 

“For 1981 ” said Yamani, “ there will be no 
problem. For 1 982 , there will be a surplus (of 
oil)..Jt will be a rather sizeable glut this 
time.” 

The war between Iraq and Iran immedi- 
ately knocked almost four million barrels a 
day of crude off the worid market, which has 
resulted in an upward spiralling of prices on 
the spot market since the end of September. 

In the past fortnight, however, spot prices 
have been noticeably dropping from their 
recent record levels. In addition, there are 
reports that. the 21 member states of the 
international Energy Agency have been 
drawing on their crude oil stocks at a rate of 
2.5 million barrels a day, which only 900,000 
is seasonal de-stocking. 

Yamani said this week that while he is “ not 
satisfied as such” whh -IFA members’ de- 
stocking, Tm not as worried as before” He 
also said that his warning to oil companies not 
to make pamcpufchases“did work, and most 
of the governments have started to de-stock, 
and have been forcing their companies tq 
de-stock.” 

Yamani reiterated his objection to the con- 
tinued filling of crude oil stockpiles inindus- 
trialized countries, in particular the strategic 
trtdeumv reseiyeiq ^feeV United Sates.

Saudi Arabia, the minister said, would not 
produce oil at a high rate iqdefinately, nor 
even untiTtbe Gulf war ends. He said that a 
decision will be taken at the end of this month 
to set production leyebdbr January, indicat- 
ing that die Kingdom will now adjust produc- 
tion on a month-by- month basis. 

Since the beginning of October, Saudi 
Arabia has been producing at levels consis- 
tently higher than the 9.5 million barrels a 
day which it had been producing throughout 
most of 1980. Yamani told Arab Nan two 
weeks ago that production from the Aramco 
area had been levelled off at 10 million bar-

The construction package comprises resi- 
dential housing for unmarried students at the 
Islamic University, consisting of 4,100 
rooms, 600 apartments, a mosque, student 
dub and a dining room ^ The total area of 
construction of this first phase is some 
250,000 square meters. 

Lucky Development, a Korean firm, came 
m by far thelowest-at 187 million - when the 
bids were opened last week, and sources at 
'the university say that contract negotiations 
will begin shortly. A German contractor bid 
almost $ 500 anDion, illustrating the hi gh 
competitiveness of Korean contractors on 
large housin g packages. 

The master plan for the entire university, 
as well as detailed design drawings, is being 
prepared by Typsa, a member ; of the Tech- 
mberia grouping of Spanish architectural and 
engineering consultants. Typsa has a large 
portfolio of work in Arab and Islamic coun- 
tries, and is one of Spain's most well-known 
- architectural firms. 

Architects from T^psa have been studying 
Spanish Islamic architectural traditions in 
order to adapt them to the spedal dimafic 
and cultural conditions of Saudi Arabia, 
according to the Islamic University’s plan- 
ning office. 

The new campus of the Islamic University 
will be buflt - over the next six to eight yeajra, 
according to Suleiman Aba Nami, the univer- 
sity’s director of public relations. It will be 
situated on a large hilly area in northern 
Riyadh, adjacent to the planned new campus 
of RiyadhUniversity. :

Crisis defused; 
troops withdraw 


DAMASCUS, Dec. 5 (Agencies) — Syria 
pulled back troops and tanks from the border 
with Jordan Friday in the first tangible sign of 
easing militar y tensions between die two 
neighboring Arab states. Western diplomatic 
sources said tanks were seen rumbling off the 
border on the Derra- Damascus highway in 
the early morning hours. 

The sources said the withdrawal was 
apparently intended as goodwill gesture to 
give Saudi Arabia die chance to wprk out a 
detailed agreement that would resolve the 
dispute. 

Saudi Arabia announced on Thursday that 
Syrian President Hafez Assad has promised 
to withdraw gradually the 50,000 troops and 
1,200 tanks he massed along the Jordanian 
border. 


The announcement said the Syrian move 
capped four days of a mediation shuttle by 
Second Deputy Premier Prince Abdullah Bin 
Abdul Aziz between die Syrian and the Jor- 
danian capi tals . 

The official Saudi Press Agency said Prince 
Abdullah made the statement upon his return 
Wednesday night from a mediation mission 
to Damascus and Amman. 

The prince said King Khaled - s initiative to 
contain the border tension has succeeded. He 
said he found “complete understanding and 
response" for the King's goodwill mission 
from President Assad. 

“My visit to Jordan also was successful. 
King Hussein also expressed his appreciation

Troops in hand-to-hand

BEIRUT, Dec. 5 (AP) — Iraq and Iran 
traded air and artillery attacks on each 
other’s vital oil installations Friday as troops 
fought hand-to-hand behind charging tanks 
on the approaches of Iran's southwestern 
high way town of Susangerd, war communi- 
ques said. 

Fresh fires were reported gutting the giant 
oil refining complex of Iran's besieged city of 
Abadan and Iraq's major pipeline terminal of 
Fao on the northern rim of the Gulf.

LISBON, Dec. 5 (AP) - Portugal 
mourned the plane crash death of Prime 
Minister Francisco Sa Cara eiro Friday as the 
nation prepared to bury him and vote in pres- 
idential elections that could bring down his 
government. ' v/ * 

.. -t‘^e.,46-y^^jd_prime minister, tije odjy 
head erf a jpt^u&oi-'wiffa a parliamentary 
majority since the country's 1974 leftist 
revolution, was. killed Thursday along with 
six other persons as his campaign plane fell in 
flames after shearing off a wing of an apart- 
ment roof while taking off from Lisbon' s Air- 
port. 

The crash passed control of the ruling 
center-right coalition Sa Cameino fashioned 
to deputy Prime Minister and Foreign Minis- 
ter Diogo Freitas do Amaral who, like Sa 
Caraeiro, also committed himself to resign if 
left-leaning President Antonio Ramalho 
Eanes won re-election in Sunday’s voting. 

With tears in his eyes, Eanes called off the 
last 24 hours of his campaign but said voting 
should go ahead as scheduled. A national 
election commission meeting Friday was 



expected to confirm the election. 

The prime minister s funeral will be in Lis- 
bon Saturday, 24 hours before die presiden- 
tial voting. It was uncertain, however, how 
the prime minister’s death would affect the 
presidential elections and the hand-picked 
candidate Sa Cam eiro chose to oppose 
Eanes.

China ties reviewed 


TAIPEI-, Dec. 5 (Agencies) — Taiwan and 
Saudi Arabia pledged Friday to step up 
economic and technical cooperation at the 
opening of a two-day conference in Taipei. 

Taiwan's economics minister, Chang 
Kwang-shih, said die meeting would help 
increase cooperation, adding that Taiwan 
would do its best to assist in Saudi Arabia’s 
current five-year development plan. Review- 
ing the history of cooperation since 1974, 
Sheikh Muhammad Aba Al Khail, the King- 
dom’s minister of finance and national 
economy, said an economic and technical 
cooperation agreement was signed between 
the two countries in 1975. This agreement led 
to the establishment of the commission in 
1976. 

Saudi Arabian imports from China jumped 
from SR6 million in 1 969 to SR2 billion in 
1979. Nationalist China is participating in 
major projects in Saudi Arabia in the fields of 
communications, agriculture, trade industry, 
electricity, petro- chemicals, construction and 
manpower training. 

In his opening address, the Chinese minis- 


ter welcomed Aba AT Khail and expressed 
his satisfaction with the positive work of the 
joint commission. 

Shortly after the opening session, the sub- 
committee for finance, trade, communica- 
tions, posts, planning, industry, electricity 
and agriculture began examining ways and 
methods of bolsLer bilateral cooperation. In 
the meantime. Aba ATKhail held a series of 
meetings with the ministers of foreign affairs, 
finance and communications and the gover- 
nor of National China’s central bank. Discus- 
sions revolved around the possibility of wide- 
ning the scope of Saudi- Chinese cooperation. 

Attending the meetings on the Saudi side 
were Dr. Red a Ubaid, director of the 
National Center for Science and Technology; 
Sheikh Assaad Al-Zuhair. the Kingdom’s 
ambassador to Taipei; Sheikh Muhammad 
Al-Suqayycr. vice president and delegated 
member to the Saudi Fund for Development; 
Dr. Nasser Al-Salioum. communications 
undersecretary; Samir Banajah, director 
general of posts; and representatives from 
other departments concerned.

JEDDAH, Dec. 5 (SPA) — King Juan 
Carios of Spain has expressed his satisfaction 
with the development of relations between 
Saudi Arabia and Spain. He said that this

In a meeting he had recently wife a Saudi 
delegation led by minister of Higher Educa- 
tion, Sheikh Hassan ibn Abdullah AT Sheikh, 
the King affirmed his readiness to remove 
any obstacles in the way of cultural and scien- 
tific cooperation between the two countries.

In the meantime, Luis Gonzales, the minis- 
ter in charge of universities and scientific 
re sear di, said that the talks which took place 
with the Saudi delegation last week dealt with 
the future of cultural and scientific relations 
between the two countries. He added that bis 
talks with Al- Sheikh centered on the possibil- 
ity of concluding a cultural agreement. 

Both sides exchanged a draft of the prop- 
osed agreement to study in detail- He hoped 
that the agreement could-be signed during his 
next visit to Spain. Talks also dealt with 
cooperation between the two countries uni- 
versifies.

Thousands of people went to Sabtar for this 
purpose but with dubious results. 

Ihe ministry appears to have squelched 
such myths by dedaring that the water was 
not only useless, but even harmful for drink- 
ing or washing.

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15 killed in Israeli raid near Beirut 





BEIRUT, Dec. 5 (AP) — The Lebanese 
government said Thursday 15 persons were 
killed and 12 wounded in an Israeli seaborne 
assault on Palestinian positions south .of 
Beirut. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization 
conceded three commandos killed ifl pre- 
dawn fighting with Israeli troops landed by 
gunboats at the coastal highway between the 
Mediterranean townships of Damour and 
Saadiyat, 20 kilometers south of Beirut. 

The PLO communique said four Lebanese 


civilian passengers were killed as the raiders 
shot up two- taxicabs traveling through the 
highway at the time of the landing raid. 

A government spokesman here, however, 
said the official Lebanese version of the casu- 
alty toll has been communicated to the U.N. 
Security Council. 

Israel claimed that the raid was part of 
Israel's policy to preempt Palestinian attacks 
againstlsrael. The Lebanese government cal- 
led it an “ overt aggression against a sovereign 
U-N. member-state ”

DAMASCUS, Dec. 5 (AFP) — Syrian 
President Hafez Assad will visit Tripoli in the 
next ten days for talks with Libyan leader 
Muammar Gaddafi on the union of their two 
countries, it has been announced here. 

The announcement Thursday follows the 
visit here Wednesday by the Libyan Secret- 
ary for Foreign Affairs. Ali Abdul SaJam 
Triki, who gave Assad a message from the 
Libyan leader on the proposed union bet- 
ween Syria and Libya proclaimed on Sept. 10 
at Tripoli. 

Official sources here indicated last week 
Assad would only visit Tripoli after the 
exchange of ratification documents on the 
Syrian- Soviet cooperation and friendship 
treaty, which took place Wednesday. 


The Palestine news agency Wafa quoted a 
spokesman as saying the unit returned to base 
safely. Wafa did not say to which group the 
commandos belonged, but said scores of 
Palestinians were arrested after the explo- 
sion. 


Wafa — published by the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO), which includes the 
main commando groups — said the blast also 
caused heavy damage to shops. 

In Jerusalem, Israeli police said two per- 
sons were “injured” when a bomb exploded 
Thursday in a street there. 

The bomb was planted near a fast food stall 
in King George street, one of the main 
thoroughfares in west Jerusalem. One person 
was treated for cuts caused by flying glass and 
another for shock. 


U.S. to give $200m aid to Turkey 


BRIEFS 


ANKARA, Dec. 5 (Agencies) — Turkey 
and the United States have signed an agree- 
ment here under which Turkey will receive $ 
200 million of aid for its urgent economic 
needs. Turkish government officials said $ 
1 34 million would be in the form of a grant. 

Turkey would pay back the remaining $ 66 
million in 20 years after a five-year grace 
period with a five per cent interest rate. 

The credit is the second part of a total of $ 
295 million pledged by the United States ear- 
lier this year as part of an aid package to 
Turkey totaling $ 1.16 billion from the 


Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 

The agreement was signed Thursday by 
Turkish Finance Minister Kaya Erde and the 
Charge tf Affaires of the American embassy, 
Richard W. Boehm. 

In addition to tbe military and economic 
assistance, the United States has regularly 
scheduled Turkish debt payments to ease the 
balance of payments crunch. 

Last month the two countries signed an 
agreement under which the United States 
rescheduled S 350 million in Turkish debts. 


PARIS, (R) — France and Israel have 
agreed to improve relations between them, 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir said 
after meeting President Valery Giscard 
rf Estaing. “ We agreed that, despite the 
differences between us. we would improve the 
atmosphere and the relations between 
France and Israel, " Shamir said after his 
hour-long meeting with the French leadeT 
here Thursday. 

ANKARA, (R) — Fifty-eight prominent 
Ankara lawyers protested Thursday to a mar- 
tial law court here over alleged torture in 
prisons and other breaches of human rights 
since the junta seized power in September, 
legal sources said. 

ATHENS. (AP) — High ranking officials 
of the Greek and Turkish foreign ministries 
began talks here Thursday in an effort to 
solve outstanding problems between the two 
countries. 

ABU DHABI, (AFP) — A 13-member 
British trade delegation arrived here Friday 
to discuss increased : exchanges with the 
United Arab Emirates, during a four-day 
visit. The delegation represents the British 
steel, transport and household appliance 
industries among others. 


MEA to select Airbus A-3 10 engine 


BEIRUT, Dec. 5 (R) — Middle East Air- 
lines (MEA) is to start negotiations shortly 
with aircraft engine manufacturers to select 
the engiae for five new Airbus A-3 1 0 planes, 
an airline spokesman has said. A team left' 
Beirut Thursday for the United States and 
Britain to meet the manufacturers, he said. 

Industry sources said MEA was consider- 
ing engines made by the U.S. companies Pratt 


and Whitney and General Electric and Bri- 
tain’s Rolls-Royce. 

Last month, the Beirut-based company 
anno need plans to buy five wide-bodied 
European Airbus A-3 10 jets worth $350 mil- 
lion with an option to purchase 14 more of 
the twin-engined planes. The airline spokes- 
man declined to put a value on the prospec- 
tive deal. 



Ethiopia, Kenya to face ‘Somali expansionism’ 


NAIROBI, Dec. 5 (AFP) — Kenya and 
Ethiopia have pledged to coordinate then- 
activities “in the struggle against Somalia’s 
expansionism and anti-unity forces.” accord- 
ing to a joint communique published here at 
the end of a four-day visit to Kenya by Ethio- 
pian Head of State Mengistu Haile Mariam. 

The communique, issued after Col. Men- 
gistu' s return home Thursday laid out the 
minimum conditions the two countries would 
expen Somalia to meet if “durable peace, 
stability and security is to be achieved in the 
Horn of Africa region." 


These included Somalia's renouncing publ- 
icly and unconditionally all claims to parts of 
Ethiopia, Kenya and Djibouti and declaring 
null and void all instruments asserting such 
claims. 

In particular Somalia would have to “ with- 
draw its reservation on the decision on state 
frontiers made bjl the OAU (Organization of 
African Unity) summit conference in Cairo in 
1964,” the comniunique said.

six tapestries

Ibis summer, while visiting the Musee de 
Cl any in Paris, I was bewitched by the 
enchanting Leafy and the Unicom. For that is 
the affectionate title of the series of six 
medieval tapestries which have been charm- 
ing visitors to the Quay for nearly one 
hundred years. 

Each panel of tapestry depicts the lady, 
gowned in elegant 15tb century robes, stand- 
ing in a deep blue oval garden planted with 
oak and holly trees, pine and flowering 
orange. The rose-colored background is 
strewn with flowers after the medieval cus- 
toms of strewing the ground with flowers on 
feast days. With the lady are a Hon and a 
unicorn, a mythical boast of prodigious 
strength which, by legend, could be captured 
only by a virgin. In each tapestry, thelwn and 
the unicorn cany banners or shields showing 
a coat of arms composed of a blue diagonal 
stripe with three white crescents on a red 
field. 

An exotic menagerie inhabits the lady’s 
garden: dogs, monkeys, birds, rabbits, young 
cheetahs, foxes, and even a baby unicorn. In 
several panels, a young woman servant 
accompanies the lady offering a dish of 
sweets or pumping the organ bellows as the 
lady plays.. 

George Sand, the novelist, was primarily 
responsible for popularizing the tapestries. 
She first saw diem at the Chateau de Boussac 
in 1 844, and, enchanted with them, described 
them in several articles and novels. Prosper 
Merimee, Inspector of Historic Monuments, 
waged a campaign to rescue The Lady and the 
Unicom from the damp chateau walls where 
they were deteriorating. In 1882 the tapes- 
tries were purchased by the French govern- 
ment and put on exhibit at the Cluny 
Museum- After the Second World War a cir- 
cular skylit hall was designed and added to 


tile Ouny to house the Leafy and the Unicom 
tapestries. 

A web of romantic legend and mystery has 
surrounded the tapestries since their discov- 
ery. For whom were they designed and 
woven, and why? 

Theories papular in the early nineteenth 
century told of a young Prince held prisoner 
near Boussac, where the tapestries were 
found. This theory assumes that the tapes- 
tries were to be a gift to the Prince’ s lady love. 

In 1883 a major due was discovered when 
the arms were recognized as belonging to the 
LeVistes, a family originating from the Lyon 
region. The next theory was that the tapes- 
tries were commissioned as a wedding gif t for 
some woman in the LeViste f amil y 

However, it was the custom of the time to 
show both the coat of arms erf the bride's 
family and that of the groom on tapestries 
commissioned for wedding gifts, and The 
lady and die Unicom shows only one coat of 
arms. More genealogical sleuth- work by art 
scholars and others fascinated with the 
Lady’s history demonstrated that the tapes- 
tries were probably commissioned between 
1484 and 1500 by Jean Le Viste, a prominent 
person in tbe royal administration. “The 
occasion was probably either his becoming 
head of his family and gaining the right to 
bear the full family arms or his appointment 
as President of the Court of Aids. 

The meaning of the six tapestries is another 
absorbing topic. Five of them seem obviously 
to symbolize the five senses. In the first, the 
Lady ^olds a mirror upto the Unicom; in the 
second, she plays an oxgan; in the third, she 
takes a sweet from a dish while a parakeet 
perched on her finger eats one; in the fourth, 
she weaves a garland of flowers, while her pet 
monkey sniffs a flower taken from her basket. 
In the fifth, she holds the banner staff with 
one hand while she caresses the Unicorn's 
ham with the -other.

The meaning of the sixth panel is more 
obscure. In his scene the lady appears before 
a beautiful blue tent, upon which is the 
inscription, “A moo seul desir." In her hands 
is a jeweled necklace which she is replacing 
into a case held by her servant. The meaning 
of the inscription is the key: "A mon seul 
desir” or “only by my wilT signifies the 
philosophical meaning of free will: by keep- 
ing tbe senses in check, man avoids becoming 
enslaved by his passions. 

Now, after more than a century of specula- 
tion and study, the remaining unsolved mys- 
teries of the lady are the identity of the artist 
who designed the tapestries and the place 
where they were woven. It’s unlikely that 


these two questions will ever be satisfactorily 
answered, for the possibilities are many and 
the dues few. 

But a few unsolved mysteries are of little 
consequences when one has the opportunity 
to stand in the circular hall and delight in the 
charms of The Lady and die Unicom. It is the 
good fortune of us all that the artist who 
created her saw no contradiction between the 
lady's message and the corpulence of the vis- 
ual feast she afforts us.

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TENSION EASES 


The dark cloud of crisis betweep Jordan and Syria is 
beginning to disperse. Prince Abdullah’s mission is 
showing results — it is already reported that elements of 
the Syrian army have begun to withdraw from the Deraa 
area on the borders. 

One of the strangest aspect of the crisis was the speed 
it took to develop. The other was its persistent enigmatic 
nature. It is no exaggeration to say that most observers 
had no idea why the relations between the two countries 
deteriorated so dangerously and at such a great speed. 

The publication of the Syrian demands, and Jordan's 
quick acceptance of them, did not go a great way toward 
darifying the situation. Syria’s first demand was that 
Jordan should cease offering assistance to the Muslim 
Brothers, who are waging war on the Damascus regime. 
But Jordan had always denied that it ever assisted them; 
and had gone, three months ago, to the length of inviting 
the Syrians to check for themselves. 

The second demand was for an undertaking by Jordan 
never to daim to speak for the Palestinians. Again, 
Jordan was willing to comply since it had not done so, 
and is not considering doing so in the future, as it had 
always made dear. Jordan had always abided by the 
resolutions of the Rabat summit, which named the 
Palestine Liberation Organization as the sole represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people. 

Syria has also raised the matter of the meeting bet- 
ween the Jordanians and members of Reagan's team, 
daiming that Jordan was seeking to enter into the Camp 
David process. But the onus of the proof here is on Syria, 
since the Jordanians say that the meeting was nothing 
out of the ordinary, given their relations with the U.S. 

The easing of the crisis was not the only encouraging 
sign the Arab world has seen recently. There are signs 
that the long-standing crisis between Iraq and Syria is 
also de-escalating. The Syrians are to allow passage for 
Iraqi oil going to the West, The agreement shows that, 
beyond the political differences of the two leaderships, 
the mutual interests of their peoples come first. 


Portuguese prime minister : A master of brinkmanship 


LISBON — 

In the world of Portuguese politics. Francisco Sa 
Cameiro, the prime minister killed in an air crash 
Thursday night, established himself as a master of 
b rinkmanshi p. His political career was one long 
series of gambles, often against overwhelming odds. 
He always raised the stakes and always won. 

Following his reeelecdon in October at the head 
of the conservative Democratic Alliance be 
founded last year, 3a Cameiro led aedve opposition 
to left-wing Gen. Antonio Ramalho Eaues’ bid to 
retain the presidency in elections to be held on 
Sunday. 

In April 1979, half the parliamentary deputies of 
the Social-Democratic Party that Sa Cameiro 
founded five years earlier resigned in protest at his 
aggressive style of politics. 

What should have been a setback turned into a 
triumph. Within three months he was acclaimed 
party president and in December 1979, led the 
Soda! Democrats and their allies to victory in gen- 
eral elections, becoming the firstright-wing primer 
minister since /the 1 974Pormgn eSercvolatioo . : ,- 4 .^ 

Taking a risk was part of hisstyfeC Compromise 
was not. Many of his allies said such a style was the 
most dangerous characteristic of a man who meant 
to be a national leader. 

When Marcelo Caetano took over the mantle of 
dictator Antonio Salazar in 1 968, Sa Cameiro. who 
has already made his mark as a successful lawyer, 
joined the official opposition. He entered parlia- 
ment in 1969 but was soon in open conflict with the 
government, questioning the activities of the hated 
secret police set up by Salazar. 

On Feb. 2, 1 973 , Sa Cameiro resigned from par- 
liament. The underground Communist Party 
acclaimed him a hero but the right branded him a 
traitor. During his three years in the national 
assembly, Sa Cameiro bad called fdr an offidal 
inquiry into the workings of the secret police and 


proposed a constitutional revision. 

A few weeks after young officers staged a coop in 
April, 1974, Sa Cameiro and dose associates 
formed the Popular Democratic Party (PPD). It 
defined itself as Social Democratic and non- Marxist 
and declared its full support for die Armed Forces 
Movement (MFA) dial had staged the coup. 

Sa Cameiro entered Portugal's first provisional 
government after the coup, in May 16. 1974. as a 
mini ster of State. 

But the government failed in its attempt to get the 
military to hand over power immediately to the’ 
civilians and fell in July. Sa Cameiro' s PPD was 
represented in all but one of the provisional gov- 
ernments that foDowed, but he only returned to 
office six years later when he formed his own gov- 
ernment 

In February 1975, Sa Cameiro flew to London 
for treatment for health problems resulting from a 
car aeddent two years earlier. He returned to active 
politics in October, 1975. 

In the elections . that year for a constitutional 
**5assembjy, Sa Cameiro’ s PPD emerged as the sec- 
' “ odd strongest party after the Sodalists. But he was 
at pains to point out his long absence in London 
prevented him taking part in the work of the con-, 
stiment assembly. 

His purpose was to wash his hands of a text of a 
revised constitution adopted by the assembly in 
April 1976 at the mflitaiy's instigation and couched 
in revolutionary language he was determined to 
write. 

In April 1976, the PPD captured 24 per cent of 
votes in elections for the first post-revolutionary 
parliament. The Socialist Party gained 35 per cent 
but refused to share power with Sa Cameiro’s party. 

Earlier Thursday evening, Sa Cameiro confi- 
dently told a press conference that his candidate. 
Geo. Antonio Soares Cameiro (no relation) would 
defeat President Eanes, who is standing with Social- 


ist and Soviet support. During the political struggles 
of recent months, he told voters he wanted to give 
Portugal four years of political stability in which to 
undertake far-reaching economic and constitu- 
tional reforms. 


Sa Cameiro dominated the ruling coalition and 
the organization of hjs Soda! Democratic Party 
(PSD), the largest political party in Portugal and 
senior partner in the Democratic Alliance. It will be 
difficult for the Democratic Alliance’ s politicians to 
find a man with the stature and prestige of Sa Car- 
neiro to take his place and keep the alliance 
together. 


As prime minister he insisted on bringing a 
Danish-bom divorcee, Smu A be cassis, to offidal 
functions and introducing her as his wife to visiting 


foreign diplomats. 


Potentially more damaging for his electoral 
image, however,' was a Communist-led campaign 
about his private finances. 

This year; the Co mm unists accused Sa Cameiro , 
of owing a large sum of money to the banks. He 1 
denied the charge and sued the Communist news- 1 
paper O Duuio for libel. The debate showed thatSa 
Cameiro was a wealthy man and that he had dealt 
heavily on the stock exchange before *he reviriu 
tion. 

Francisco ManueJ Lu mb rales de Sa Cameiro was 
bom in Oporto. PortugaT s second largest city, M 
July 19. 1934, the son of a prominent lawyer, Jose 
Gualberto Sa Cameiro. He graduated in law from 
Lisbon University in 1956 and returned to his home 
town to start a highly successful law practice. He was 
for several years the co-editor of the Portuguese 
Lawcourts Review, founded by his father. (R) 


Reagan dines Carter’s allies 


Kenya withdraws aid threat

NAIROBI, - 

Kenya is trying to defuse the exploove situation 
in its North-Eastern Province, where more than 
300 people are alleged to have been killed since 
troops weie brought in last month to impose a 
dusk-to-dawn curfew. 

The 600,000 people of the province are nearly all 
ethnic Somalis and Kenya sees the present unrest as 
a drift toward a secessionist uprising aimed at unit- 
ing the territory of Kenyan Somalis with the neigh- 
boring Somali republic. ■- 

A blunder by the provincial commissioner, Ben- 
son Kaaria. increased the tension last month when 
he threatened to stop issuing famine relief until 
local people cooperated with the authorities by 
arresting “bandits” responsible for the trouble. 
That throat has now been withdrawn by Kenya's 
Internal Security Ministers, G.G. Kariuki, who flew 
to the province recently and announced: “You will 
continue to get food thanks to the kindness of Presi- 
dent Moi. who does not want innocent children to 
suffer for the mistakes of others.” 


The trouble was brought to a bead by the killin g 
of four government offidals. Now the authorities 


face a major problem in trying to impose a state of 
emergency in this semi-desert region, especially the 
task of herding more than half -a-million people 
into “security villages” under the 1 2-hour curfew . 

Seasonal rains are making many roads impass- 
able and most of the personnel and supplies are 
being rushed from Nairobi by air, including tons of 
barbed wire to seal off the villages. 

Despite denials from the Somali government in 
Mogadishu and from its Nairobi a mb assador, the 
Kenyan government believes the four killings were 
inspired from across the border. 

Kariuki made it dear that the army and police are 
under orders to shoot to IdU during the night cur- 
few. “This time we intend to bring a permanent 
solution to this menace,” he said. After Kenya won 
its independence, it fought for four years to put 
down a Somali secessionist war in the province. 

One of the province's MPs, Muhammad Sheikh, 
claimed on Nov. 1 5 that more than 300 Somalis bad 
been killed “in cold Wood" during the previous 
week and that houses were being looted and 
burned. Appealing to President Moi to restrain the 
Kenyan security foroes. Sheikh said that many 
'Kenyan Somalis had fled across the border for 
safety.

“But Pm a 
lifelong Democraf\..“We’ve never even met the 
R ea g ans ” ...“I don’t think this is very funny.” 

But no: the President-elect was, in his staffs ver- 
nacular, "reaching out." He had run for election on 
an anti- Wa shi ngton platform, and Washington ha d 
voted again st him. He bad never lived or worked in 
die nation’s capital. Yet Reagan arrived in town last 
month determined to woo Washington and rap- 
prochement was turning to romance. 

Apart from sundry visits to Capitol Hill Republi- 
cans, Reagan wined and denied 100 local 
lu min a r ies at a series of private dinner parties. 
Guest ranged from Mstislav Rostropovich, director 
of die National Symphony Orchestra, to the owner 
of tiie local football team. Even Robert Strauss, 
Carter’s campaign chairman, was above the salt. 
The mayor of Washington, Marion Barry, was 
beside himself! A Democrat and a black, he had 
campaigned for Carter, and had been wonderin g if 
Reagan would even give him the time of day. Yet 
here he was ratting next to Nancy , while his wife Effi 
graced the right band of the president-elect, lobby- 
ing gently on the city s behalf amid advice on shops 
and restaurants. 

Banyhad not met Outer, he recalled, until some 
months after his arrival in the White House. Many 
more of the excited dinner guests had never met the 
president. The point was not lost on Reagan, The 
contrast in styles could not have been more deliber- 
ate. 

“He* s already been up here more often than car- 
ter has in four years,” crowed one Republican 
leader on the Capitol steps next day. Reagan wan- 
dered from office to congressional office as wide- 
eyed as a tourist, his most modest aw-shucks in 
place as he humbly sought advice. “Well” 
cautioned Speaker ‘Bp’ O’Neill, “you're in the big 


-league now.” 

■ft O’Neill, now the -most powerful QenuSig’at in 
town, dedared Reagan “a thoroughly personable 
. fellow” and promised to cause him no trouble “for 
at least six mouths”. Even Senator EdwardKen- 
nedy sought out the new arrival “to offer him my 
help in reducing unemployment” 

Reagan dropped by the Supreme Court — the 
first president-elect to do so in more than a century 
— before finally wending his way to the White 
House, where Carter accorded him a gracious, wel- 
come. The two men talked transition for 90 minutes 
while Rosalynn gritted her teeth and showed Nancy 
round the house. 

Reagan returned to California after generating 
enormous goodwill in the capital. About the only 
group ^ left muttering in comers is the so-called 
“new” Right, which worked so hard to elect him. 
Tm begi nn i n g to wonder,” said one of its gurus, 
John Lofton, editor of Conservative Digest 
“Whether Ronald Reagan is really a Reaganite.” 
For Ronald Reagan’s “reaching out” operation is 

quite as much as political as a social exercise. His 
tranation teams, and indeed lists of potential 
cabinet members he is studying, are prepared with 
what conservative ideologues like to call "Nixon- 
Ford re-treads”. Right-wing Republicans are 
alarmed. 

. They have always d aimed Reagan as their tnes- 
siah, yet now they fear they are watching him being 
swallowed up by the mainstream party machine. To 
the president-elect, it is an attempt to broaden hh 
party’s base in a bid for effective government. To 
™ c and tiie “new” Right, it is treachery. 

The “old" Right is not so voluble, as its leading 
members, Sena tore Barry Goldwater, Jesse Helms 
and Strom Thurmond are all no w the proud posses- 
sore of powerful committee chairmanships. But the 
“new” Right — a loose amalgam of single- issue 
groups, “political action committees”, religious 
fundamentalists and other lobbyists — believes it 
has a right to be heard. 

The margin of Reagan's victory, however, left 
him in no single faction's debt. Analysis of tbe 
results, moreover suggests that Americans handed 
Reagan and his party their mandate much more 

because of economic and national security concerns 

than abortira or any other such a “new right’ 
issues. — (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


All newspapers highlighted the success of the 
Saudi Arabian mediation initiative between Syria 
and Jordan, and the positive response by die two 
sides in the conflict. A1 -Jazinsh gave the issue its 
lead under the headline of 'the results of (he Saudi 
initiative' . The paper said President Hafez Assad of 
Syria had promised gradual withdrawal of the 
Syrian forces from the border with Jordan. Mean- 
while, Okaz said Prince Abdullah, second deputy 
premier and commander of the National Guard, 
who carried the mediation efforts, was to present a 
report on the results of his visits to Syria and Jordan. 

The paper quoted Arab diplomatic sources as 
saying the success of tiie Saudi Arabian mediation 
efforts was based on three factors. Firstly, the con- 
fidence of the two countries in the Kingdom; Sec- 
ondly, the comprehensive, detailed and realistic 
way Prince Abdullah presented the differences 
between the two countries; and lastly, the dear and 
open consideration of the consequences of an 
armed dash between the two countries. 

The paper also led with King Kh a Jed’s visit to 
■ M edina , which begins Saturday, during which he 
will dedicate the water desalination plant in 
Medina. The papers also gave prominence to the 
growing tension in Poland and President Carter’s 
warning to the Soviet Union against a military inter- 


ference. Al Jozirah said in a special story that East 
German and Czechoslovakian forces have been 
poised for military intervention in Poland instead of 
Soviet troops. The paper added that the 
phenomena of independent labor parties might 
spread to East Germany and Czechoslovakia. 

Meanwhile, editorials dealt with the Kingdom’s 
successful mediation initiative between Syria and 
Jordan, emphasizing the positive response which is 
considered success for Arabs and Muslims. Okaz 
stated that the success of King Kbaletf s initiative in 
defusing the tension at the Syrian- Jordanian border 
places the -whole Arab community in a position 
where they should absorb the problems floating on 
the surface and concentrate all their efforts on the 
crucial issues. 


The positive response of Amman and Damascus 
confirms to the world that Arabs are able to cope 
with their problems and stand up to defend their 
crucial issues and rights. It also is die beginning of a 
new inter-Arab strategy to draw up a united 
strategy to regain occupied Arab land and restore 
the rights of the Palestinian people, the paper 
added. 


The success of the Kingdom’s initiative confirms 
the effective role of Saudi Arabia in the Arab and 


Islamic affaire, and at the same time proves that the 
occasional differences in (he Arab can be solved, 
the paper went on. 

Al -Jozirah noted that the success of the media- 
tion is not a forced solution or a mere calming of the 
tension- It is an initiative aimed at solving the whole 
problem and liquidating its ca rises and the negative 
background that led to the deterioration of rela- 
tions between the two countries, the paper added. 
The Kingdom sought a solution to the tension and a 
complete erasure of its causes based on realsm and 
sound principles of good understanding of the real 
intentions of the leaderships of the two countries. 

The Saudi Arabian move was based on a dear 
and detailed understanding of the present situation 
and the challenges and dangers facing the Arab 
community. The Saudi leadership also aimed at 
bringing the Syrian and Jordanian leaderships to 
the Kingdom's view, the paper added. It denounced 
some of tiie foreign and Arab media who expressed 
their dissatisfaction with (he Saudi AraHaj move 
and their vicious attempts to show that the Syrian- 
Jordanian tension was still unresolved. 

The paper said these parties did not understand . 
the objectives of the Kingdom’s initiative, and that 
no room is left, now that the mediation move has 
succeeded, for taking advantage of the crisis.

Fire engulfs conference 
in New York; 26 killed 


SATURDAY, DECEMBER 6 , 19 BQ 


HARRISON, New York, Dec. 5 (R) _ a 
flash fire in a conference center here Thurs- 
day killed 26 people, most of them business- 
men trapped in a room where they were 
attending a demonstration of new computers. 

All the dead were burned beyond recogni- 
tion by the fast- moving fire, and officials said 
it would take time to identify them. Emp- 
loyees of several major corporations were 
attending meetings in the multi-roomed 
building when the fire erupted just before 
noon, filling it with black smoke. 

As many as 40 people were hurt. Most 
suffered minor injuries as they jumped out of 
upper windows of the two-story complex. 
Fire officials and arson experts said they 
could not readily explain how the blaze broke 


out with such intensity that it engulfed most 
of the room in minutes. “No one even had 
rime to shout 'Fire’,” one survivor told 
reporters. She escaped by jumping out a win- 
dow. 

Attorney Carl Veigari, heading the inves- 
tigation into the blaze, said, “There was a 
smoke and gas build-up in the early stage, 
then it burst into intense flame that engulfed 
the area and the people. The entire end of the 
building was completely destroyed. Every- 
thing that was flammable burned completely. 
It looked a repeat of the MGM (Hotel) fire in 
Las Vegas — intense fire in an area with no 
sprinklers." 

Last month’s Las Vegas fire killed 84 peo- 
ple.

Indian police 
back cohorts 
on blindings 

NEW DELHI, Dec. 5 (AP) - Policemen 
in Bhagalpur County, northern India, block- 
aded trains to protest the arrest and suspen- 
sion of some colleagues for allegedly blinding 
suspected criminals, news reports from the 
area said. 

About 5,000 policemen and villagers 
squatted on railroad tracks Wednesday, dis- 
rupting traffic at Kalgaon near Bhagalpur, 
located 300 kilometers northwest of Cal-’ 
cutta. The Jiufidn Express newspaper said that 
several prominent residents of Bhagalpur 
were supporting the blindings and backing 
the police. & 

TlieEqwesf, which first brought the blind- 
ings to the notice of the country late last 
month, said the supporters included local 
reporters. It said that they marched with pro- 
testing policemen to the police headquarters 
on Wednesday and said they would not allow 
toe transfer of the local police superinten- 
dent, who along with 14 others was sus- 
pended and charged with dereliction of duty. 

The newspaper quoted some at toe news- 
men as saying that they were “very unhappy” 
with reports of the blindings published by the 
national news media. 

The Times of India reported *at toe 
number of blinded detainees now totals 33 
with two more victims of alleged police brut- 
ality having been located. Three others died 
during hospitalization, it said, after toe blind- 
mgs allegedly by police who first punctured 
toe eyes with needles and poured sulfuric acid 
into the wounds. 

Local police say that the prisoners were 
blinded by mobs angered by a high crime rate 
and that some policemen may have partici- 
pated in some attacks.

MANILA, Philippines, Dec. 5 (AP) - 
Eight months after leaving India on a long 
journey to retrace the routes of ancient Arab 
traders, four West German sailors and a 
Frenchman are stranded on a Philippine 
island, their primitive wooden sailboat slowly 
breaking up on a reef. 

Strong currents may have dashed their 
boat named Vasco da Gaaa; said expedition 
leader Heinz Dieter Kruger, but not their 
determination to test the “real seamanship" 
of an dent seafarers in a voyage hearly half- 
way around the world with no modern-day 
navigational aids. Kruger said he expects the 
voyage to last up to four years. 

“Our only problem is money” added 
Kruger, 31, a resident of Bremen, West 
Germany, who left his job as an engineer on a 
merchant ship to launch the expedition. “But 
there is energy enough to take our ship apart 
and rebuild it piece by piece.” 

The 28-ton vessel flundered on a reef off 
Lubang, 128 kilometers southwest of Manila, 
on Nov. 24, two weeks after it had left Canton 
where, Kruger said, the adventurers were 
aptly feied by Chinese authorities for being 


the first men in 1 ,100 years to sail into CSina 
on a dhow. 

Kruger was in Manila for several days bat 
headed back for Lnbang after a futile attempt 
to find benefactors in some salvage company 
willing to get the Vasco da Gama on diy land 
for the badly needed mending. 

With Kruger on the expedition are his 
younger brother Fred, 26, Dieter Roman 
Gregory, 31, Michael Kleinke, 21, all from 
Bremen, and Pascal Francs Pilion, 24, of 
Paris. A sixth crewman, Andreas Ewald, 25, 
also from Bremen, had to stay in Canton for 
treatment erf a knee infection bat will join the 
rest of the crew soon. 

The expedition set out of Kappad, India, 
near where the Portuguese explorer Vasco da 
Gama landed in 14 98, on March 17 to retrace

S. Africa imports 
wheat this season 


JOHANNESBURG, Dec. 5 (R) - South 

Africa will soon import wheat for the first 
time in 10 years because its current crop has 
been badly hit by a protracted drought in 
main growing regions. 

Wheat Board Manager Denis Van Aarde 
said Friday damage to the crop had become 
increasingly apparent in recent weeks. Heavy 
rains had fallen in some areas, further harm- 
ing the quality of a crop which had been 
starved of rain for many months. 

Van Aarde said tenders for imports would 
probably besought next month. Hie United 
States would alm ost certainly supply the 
200,000 tons that was needed because its 

wheat was similar in quality to South African 


types. South Africa last imported wheat in 
1 970/71 7 when a shortfall seemed imminen t^ 
but the last time imports were essential was 
1967. 

Van Aarde said the expected South Afri- 
can wheat production to fall almost 700,000 
tons this year to about 1.45 million tons. Bad 
weather and other difficulties have also hit 
production this year in several major grain- 
growing countries including Australia, 
Argentina and the Soviet Union. 

This has caused concern that the world may 
be heading for a serious world food shorta ge 
in 1981. However, the prospect of higher 
prices is prodding farmers into greater 
efforts, so that many food-aid experts now 
believe a crisis can be averted. 


BP’s earnings dropped 60% 
for July-September quarter 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (R) — British Pet- 
roleum (BP), one of the biggest oil com- 
panies, Friday reported a 60 per cent drop in 
Its earnings for the July-September quarter 
compared with the same period last year and 
said recession had hit its chemicals sales par- 
ticularly hard. 

It also said that income had been reduced 
by the strength of the pound sterling which 
had constrained exports from Britain, while 
steady oil prices held down profits on stocks. 
BP said net income for the third quarter this 
year was ($490 million) compared with 
($132 billion) for the same period in 1979. 

The group said, however, that income for 
the first nine months of 1980, at ($ 2.55 bil- 


lion) was only slightly down on the first nine 
months of last year when the figure was 
($2.75 billion). 

The other European-based oil major, the 
Royal Dutch/Sheil group, reported a 23 per 
cent drop in third-quarter earnings last 
month, blaming recession and losses on 
European chemicals business. 

BP said its British chemicals business lost 
$195 million in the first nine months of this 
year. Recession has cut into demand for 
chemicals products in Europe by major 
industries, including carmaking and clothing, 
while it has been difficult to pass on higher 
feedstock prices to consumers.

Resumption of Iraqi oil eases conditions 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 5 (R) - The European 
Common .Market Friday/ refused to bow to. 
pressure from Turkey to abolish visa 
requirements for Turkish citizens, introduced 
in some EEC countries earlier this year to 
control immigration. 

At a meeting erf the’EEC-Turkey Associa- 
tion Council here, community officials' told a 
Turkish delegation there was no Common 
Market law preventing individual EEC states 
from imposing visa restrictions on non-EEC 
citizens. The Turkish government had main- 
tained that the visa restrictions, introduced in 
West Germany, France, Belgium. Hie 
Netherlands and Luxembourg' went against 
the EEC-Hirkey association pact. 

It was the first session of the Association 
Council since the military coup d'etat in Tur- 
key last September. Hie community re- 
affirmed its readiness to press ahead with 
arrangements for doser links with Turkey 
providing its military rulers undertook to 
respect human rights and make progress 
towards a return of democracy, EEC sources 
said. 

In tiie meantime, police are continuing 
their search for suspects who fired two shots 
at Common Market Budget Commissioner 
Christopher Tugendhat Wednesday morning 
as he left his home. Tugendhat, one of two 
British members of the 13-member Euro- 
pean Commission, was not injured in the 9.20 
sun. (0820 GMT} attack. 

Police said the shots were fired from a car 
parked in front of the new home of Tugen- 
dhat who had just moved in to the residence. 
Police could not confirm reports that the car 
which sped away after the shots were fired 
bore Dutch license plates or that die shooting 
was the work of the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army. 


PARIS, Dec.' 5 (Agencies) — The 
announcement that Iraqi oil exports are to 
resume via Syria should help ease trading 
conditions on world oil markets some ten 
days before the conference of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in Bali, Indonesia. Iraq, ■ which 
Tuesday obtained Syria's go-ahead despite 
strained relations between the two countries 
since the outbreak of the Gulf war, wilt 
resume exports imminently. 

By pumping through the panyas terminal 
across Syria, Iraq should be able to transport 
between 200,000 and 300,000 barrels a day, 
according to estimates. 

Foe some days Iraq has been resuming 
exports via another Mediterranean terminal 
at Dortyol in Turkey at the rate of between 
600,000. and 700,000 harries a day. 

Hie two French oil firms Total and Elf- 
Aquitaine should receive some of this crude 
by mid- December under an agreement for 
the supply of 400,000 tons by the end of the 
year. 

Iraq, which was OPECs second biggest oil 
producer turning out 3.5 million barrels a day 
before fee Gulf war, should be able to export 
about a million barrels a day in fee next few 
days. 

Since Monday “spot” market prices in 
Europe have fallen markedly wife no buyers 
appearing for Libyan crude at $38 a barrel 
compared wife a price of $42 to $43 a few 
days earlier. The official price of this high 


grade oil $37. 

Iran, which was forced by air attacks Mon- 
day to halt exports through its Kharg island 
terminal, continues to export between 
1 00,000 and 1 50,000 barriels a day via Lavan 
island situated 200 kms far south in the Gulf- 

OPEC’s biggest producer, Saudi Arabia, 
sees no new elements on world oil markets to 
justify higher prices, Saudi oil company Gov- 
ernor Abdul Hadi Taher has said. 

Following a price rise of more than 130 per 
cent since the end of 1978, consumption has 
fallen markedly with the Shell company put- 
ting fee reduction for 1980 at five per cent. 
Hie International Energy Agency has esti- 
mated that since Iraq halted exports at the 
end of September and up to the end of this 
year, its 21 members comprising leading 
industrialised countries, except France, will 
have reduced their substantial stocks by 32 
milli on tons compared with the usual figure 
of 1 1 milli on tons. 

In the meantim e -oil minis ters from OPEC 
may meet next week despite the Iran- Iraq 
war, but may not take up the issue of oil prices 
for 1981, a trade newspaper in New York 
said Wednesday Platt 's Oilgram News said 
Wednesday in a dispatch from fee Indonesian 
capital Jakarta that “knowledgable sources” 
except fee OPEC meeting, if held, will con- 
fine itself “to budget and other housekeeping 
matters.

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Italy leaders desert 
debate on quake aid 


ROME, Dec. 5 (AFP) - While 200,000 
survivors from the earthquake in southern 
Italy camped in the open in sub-zero temper- 
atures, no more than seven members of parli- 
ament were present in the chamber for the 
dose of Thursdays debate on the disaster. 

Signs that die deputies might come to 
blows progressively lessened as more and 
more of them walked out of the debate, 
Italian newspapers noted ironically Friday. 

According to the daily RepubbUca, Premier 
Amaldo ForianTs government “got itself 
acquitted," while remaining “unanimous in 
having nothing on its conscience” in the face 
of criticism from all parties — including the 
Christian Democrats who have governed for 
more than 30 years — of government slow- 
ness and mishandling of earthquake relief 
operations. 

“The parliament debate was wrecked by 
absenteeism" the evening Coniere deQa Sera 
accused. “It was like one of those sleepy 
Monday debates on some provincial deputy’s 
question." 

With somber news continually arriving 
from the disaster area, the paper noted, the 
gaps in the parliamentary benches at the 
Moniecitorio Palace seemed a visual expres- 
sion of the widening gap between the country 
and the politicians. 

“Nothing will ever be the same in Italy 
after die earthquake of Nov. 23. 1980.” die 
paper declared, noting the deterioration bet- 
ween Italians and their parliament. It called 
for “a vast reform at once...the dramatic 
alternative being the end of die first 
republic.” 

Meanwhile a special government commis- 
sioner, Giuseppe Zamberletti, who has been 


coordinating rescue and relief, announced 
that re-housing operations would now pro- 
ceed to its second phase — finding shelter for 
the quake victims where they would agree to 
live until the spring. 

AD but 600 of the homeless have refused 
temporary accommodation on the coast, con- 
tinuing to ramp out in the vicinity of the 
133 villages hit by the quake.

Jiang admits hounding Liu 


PEKING, Dec. 5 (AP) — Jiang Qing, once 
Communist China’s ruthless “ empress,” 
said in court Friday she approved “ small 
scale” denunciations of President Liu 
Shao-Chi, who was persecuted to death in 
1969, the official Xinhua news agency 
reported. 

Questioned by two women judges on a 
special court, die 67-year-old widow of 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung said it wa die late 
security chief, Kang Sheng, who advocated 
denouncing Liu on a small scale. And she 
approved it 

Other sources reported earlier that Jiang 
Qing, accused of framing and persecuting 
Liu, “ used crafty arguments and sophistry 
and tied to shift the blame away from her- 
self." 

Xinhua said the court also produced 
reports, all approved by Jiang Qing, for 
arresting and trying three persons for politi- 
cal crimes.

It said Qi Benyu, a member of the “ Cul- 
tural Revolution Group” who also faces 
trial, declared in a deposition that “ the 
search for documents in Liu’s home was 
proposed by Jiang Qing. It was referred to as 
‘sorting out documents’ but in fact it was 
home searching. ” 

Asked about the search order, Jiang Qing 
said she did not know and had forgotten, 
Xinhua reported. 

The indictment in the trial says Liu and his 
wife were physically persecuted at the rally. 

At her previous hearing Wednesday on the 
same charge she also reportedly evaded 
responsibility, denied some charges, said she 
only was an “ assistant” who” shared in the 
work.” 


USS. rates drive up dollar; gold falls 


LONDON, Dec. 5 (R) — The dollar 
climbed on foreign exchanges Friday because 
of the latest twist in the United Stated inter- 
est rate spiral Gold prices fell. 

The U.S. Federal Reserve, the country’s 
centra] bank, raised the discount rate at 
which it lends to banks from 12 to 13 percent 
Thursday and analysts believe this win push 
other U.S. rates even higher. “By raising the 
discount rate, the Fed (Federal Reserve) is 
essentially endorsing the current high level of 
interest rates. The Fed is saying it doesn’t 
think rates have peaked .” commented a New 


York banker. 

Prime rates at which U.S. banks lend to 
their best corporate customers jumped to 
18.5 per cent earlier this week, fast approach- 
ing the 20 per cent record of last April. Deal- 
ers in London said buyers snapped up the 
dollar Friday, pushing it to around 1.96 
marks, its highest level against the West 
German currency for about eight months. 

Gold fell as investors switched to tire dollar 
for a better return, dealers said. It was quoted 
at$ 617.75 an ounce compared with$ 630 JO 
here Thursday night.

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Do Chaplin twins share 


LONDON, Dec. 5 ( AP) — Identical twin* 
Greta and Freda Chaplin have die scientific 
world and general public intrigued and 
psychiatrists and social workers baffled. The 
37-year-old twins are so alike in the way they 
drink, act, dress, look and live that experts say 
they genuinely appear to share one mind 
between two bodies. 

They do everything together, scream if 
parted and most uncannily — when under 
stress — they talk in unison, speaking the 
same words simul taneously in identical voice 
patterns that create an echo effect. Doctors 
say they’ve never before encountered a case 
like it and believe the twins may be linked by 
telepathy. 

They first became news last July when they 
appeared before magistrates at their home 
city of York in northern England. The charge 
to which they pleaded guilty was a relatively 
innocuous breach erf die peace. Hie facts 
revealed by police were bizarre. 

For 1 5 years the spinster twins have repor- 
tedly shared an unusual admiration for York 
truck driver Kenneth Iveson, 56, theirfonner 
neighbor. He used to chat with them, but 
when be married, dropped the friendship. 
The twins, now sharing an apartment in a 
dty- run. hostel, began hounding him. When 
they allegedly threw themselves in front of his 


car one day. screaming abuse, he went to die 
police. The charge resulted. 

The magistrates sent them to a hrdrimg 
center at Durham Jail for government medi- 
cal reports. When they appeared in court 
again July 22, psychiatrist Dr. David West- 
bniy reported, “this is an extraordinary 
experience and one I have never encountered 
before in the whole of my career. There is 
certainly no medical explanation or med i ca l 
solution to the problem.” He said they were 
not suffering from mental Alness, but a ‘'per- 
sonality disorder.” 

The magistrates deferred sentence until 
November and said, meantime, they must 
stay away from Iveson. From the court dock 
the twins replied in unison, “ We have learned 
our lesson. We have been to prison and we 
won’t bother him again.” 

But when they appeared Nov. 4, again 
dressed exactly alike and each wearing one 
pink mitten on one hand and a brown woollen 
glove on die other, police said they bad 
broken their promise. The court ordered a 
one-month suspended prison sentence, 
meaning the twins only serveit if they get into 
more trouble. 

th^ affair has prom pted numero u s articles, 
although social workers have advised against 
almost all press interviews with them, fearing 


effo rts to help them will be hampered if the 
twins are seen as freaks. 

But officials have given some details of 
their strange story, described by their York 
social worker Jean Oglethorpe as “one mind 
in two bodies.” The twins', parents dressed 
them identically and they screamed if parted. 
Today, medical advice to parents of twins is 
to encourage individual traits in each. But the 
Ghap lin twins grew up 30 years ago. 

Sent to different hospitals in a bid to establ- 
ish them as separate personalities, they 
refused to eat or talk to doctors, them 
arranged secret meetings outside by tele- 
phone. 

Today, te/re so dose that they sleep in a 
double bed, cook breakfast with both holding 
die frying pan handle, use identical soap and 
buy identical clothes. When a social worker 
gave one green soap and the other pink, they 
wept and finally cut each cake of soap in two 
so each twin had one green and one pink 
piece. When coat buttons failed to match, the 
twins cut them off and swapped them so each 
had an equal number of green and black. 

They spend their days at a local occupa- 
tional therapy unit, arranging the same flow- 
ers and sharing the same knitting wool and 
rug-malting material. In the street they draw 
stares and taunts. 


Brzezinski denies agitation 

Poland may call in Soviets 


WARSAW, Dec. 5 (R) — Poland’s Com- 
munist leaders have said they may «iH in the 
Soviet army to help restore order, but 
emphasised this was unlikely to be necessary. 

Jozef Klasa, propaganda chief in the 
party’s central committee, told a press con- 
ference it would be die leadership's duty to 
call for assistance from Poland’s allies if 
Communist rule was seriously threatened. 
His remark came amid continued interna- 
tional tension over Poland following reports 
of a Soviet military build-up around its bor- 
ders and a stern warning to Moscow from 
President Jimmy Carter that it should not 
send in troops. 

But Klasa said the situation in Poland had 
not developed to the stage where an interven- 
tion would be necessary. He said he was fully 
convinced the Polish people had the will and 
the ability to settle its own problems. 

Meanwhile, White House National seo-. 
urity Adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski rejected 


charges by the Soviet Union that he had 
urged Poles to undertake armed resistance 
against the authorities. 

Brzezinski, who was bom in Warsaw, also 
called for restraint, moderation and com- 
promise by all parties to Poland's labor dis- 
pute in order to avert Soviet military inter- 
vention. He described as “totally unfounded 
allegation” reports by the Communist Party 
newspaper Prarda and the official Tass news 
agency that he had given advice on resistance 
to a group of Polish political scientists at a 
recent meeting. 

Saying that a Soviet invasion of Poland 
could set back East-West relations by 29 
years, he told reporters: / 

“My expectation and certain hope is that 
all of the parties within Poland and around 
Poland will exercise restraint, moderation 
and compromise. No one is interested in 
upsetting existing international arrange- 
ments, or threatening the legitimate security 
interests of any party.”
